It is hoped to get two-thirds federal aid on both the 


Hempstead and Nevada hospitals if the voters approve 
next Tuesday — but I understand the percentage and 
dollar totals of this aid are uncertain. The voters are being 
asked simply to authorize construction of a county hos- 
pital, and the levying of a tax to build same — and then 
the best deal obtainable will be worked out. 


In Hempstead county it is presumed we are voting on 


a $300,000 local investment, less whatever credit is deriv- 
ed from donations of equipment. If I am advised correct- 


®t~ 
ly, this could mean any of three things: (DA 
$300.000 


interest in a $900,000 (ballot figure) hospital on which 
thc federal government gives two-thirds; (2) a $300,000 
interest in a smaller hospital due to reduced federal aid; 
or (3) perhaps a hospital no larger than what our $300,000 
would build without aid at all. 


On that assumption I am going to vote for the hospital. 
Public money has been going into hospitals all over 


: America for generations. A hospital is a local obligation 


1 and I would prefer building ours without federal aid—but 


"* ' we have to grant authority now if we expect to get plans 


under way. 


Our $300,000 local-fund proposal is not 
excessive. 


Howard put in $200,000, and LaFayette $150,000, on 
hospitals that were completed with no federal help — and 
both counties are smaller than ours.

You've heard about Mr. Rpzzell in this editorial column 


in other general elections. He's the fellow who, after other 
men advocated and passed the Hall 2 per cent state sales 
tax, dreamed up the idea that if a 2 per cent sales tax 
was good a 3 per cent sales tax would be still better. It 
didn't come off. 


Mr. Rozzell is a fast talker, but not a good explainer— 


not really. 


He started off in public life by talking himself into the 


Pulaski county delegation of the Arkansas legislature— 
and explained his way out in one term. Fellow legislators 
don't like arrogance either. 


And this Amendment 41 is Rozzell arrogance out of the 


whole cloth. The only reason it isn't unconstitutional is 
that it proposes to be a part of the constitution itself—de- 
claring, in effect, that the schools are no longer respon- 
sible to the legislature and the governor for either their 
expense budget or the tax money with which they will 
cover that budget.

That's what Amendment 41 is — grabbing the first 32 


million dollars o year coming into the state general fund 
now __ and at miwh more in future years as agents like 
Mr. Ferrcst Honed think the schools require. 


The sole merit in the idea behind Amendment 41 is the 


fact that the schools themselves have been robbed in years 
past County, city and other politicians tapped the sales 
tax fund in the legislature. You heard this 
newspaper 


squawk about it time and agqin. We called it 'diversion of 
funds." 


But the remedy for robbery is to recover the stolen goods 
not go out and steal twice as much off somebody else. 
Where Bonds and Rozzell led the AEA astray was this: 


A bill — not a constitutional amendment — should have 
been initiated for this very election re-enacting the Hall 
2 per cent state sales tax in its original form. That would 
have cut-out the diversion of sales tax funds to the cities 
and counties -r- and that bill The Star would have support- 
ed vigorously. 


But no newspaper worthy the name can support Amend- 


ment 41. Not only does it set aside the legislature and rep- 
resentative government, but it is an invitation to the old 
folks and all the agencies of state other than the schools 
to initiate a constitutional amendment of their own two 
years from now —and then we'd have to fight in dead 
earnest to keep the schools from being closed. That very 
threat did confront Californiq's public schools not so long 
ago.

dent now appoints only the audi- 
tor and the justices of the Supreme 
court. Puerto Rico has its own leg- 
islature: A senate and house, al- 
though the island still is under U.S. 
control. 


When the Puerto Ricans voted m 


1948 to elect their own governor 
there were three Puerto Rican par- 
ties in the contest: One campaigned 
on a full independence ticket; the 
second wanted statehood; and the 
third wanted the island to stay as 
It was— a U.S. possession — for 
some time. 
This third party — headed by 


Munoz Marin, long time political 
boss of the island — won. Marin 
was elected governor. This is the 
stand Marin took and on whicn 
he was elected to a four-year term 
over his rivals: 
"Stupid insistence on establish- 


ing on a piece of paper at once 
and in a crazy manner the word 
independence or the word state- 
hood would be a disaster. 


"We do not produce enough now 


to sustain the life of the people, 
if we should have to pay dozens of 
millions of dollars to the customs 
collector o£ the U.S. to be independ- 
ent, or to the treasurer ol 
the 


U.S. to be a state. When we pro- 
duce enough to sustain life and 
make these payments, then Puerto 
Rico can decide." 
Puerto Ricans are U.S. citizens. 


The U.S., through various agen- 
cies, regularly pours millions of 
dollars into Puerto Rico, whose 
principale crop is sugar 


This year the Democratic con- 


gress took a couple more steps 
for the Puerto Ricans: It said they 
could set up their own constitution 
— which they are in the process 
of doing — and it admitted them 
to the benefits of the social se 
curity law. 
Marin's term is up in 1952, when 


the Puerto Ricans again vote foi 
a governor and can express them 
selves on independence.
